We have four Featured Collections in this auction: 


The Tigard Collection 

Collectors with long memories will recall the September 2006 Long Beach auction, which contained 
a magnificent collection of small cents named for Tigard, the small Oregon city that is the consignor's 
hometown. That consignor has returned with another magnificent collection, this time a set of Walking 
Liberty half dollars. 

The consignor is a retired machine designer who took a path all his own in assembling his sets. He put his 
numismatic knowledge to use and worked with several dealers (Sam Kabealo and Abe Kosoff among them), 
grading and providing catalog copy in exchange for coins he desired. He tracked down hoards of high-end 
pieces in California in the 1950s, back when he was still "learning the ropes," and he added still more coins 
as he bought out the stock of retiring dealers, including Carl Grail and Joe Oberwise. Whether acquired 
from a dealer or a collector, each half dollar in The Tigard Collection helps build to a remarkable whole. 

The Cyprus Collection 

The Cyprus Collection is an eclectic grouping which includes small quantities of copper, nickel, and gold 
coinage as well as a preponderance of silver. Standing Liberty quarters and Morgan dollars are the best- 
represented series; the latter contains the two major Cyprus Collection highlights, a well-detailed PCGS 
Genuine 1892-S dollar and a 1901 Morgan in MS63. 


The Virginia Beach Collection 

This collection totals fewer than four dozen lets, yet it offers a diverse array of delicacies which add up to a 
seven-figure bonanza. From early rarities such as a BD-2 1795 five dollar coin with Small Eagle reverse (graded 
MS64) and a 1795 Draped Bust, Off Center silver dollar in MS62 to a K-9 1855 Wass Molitor fifty dollar 
Territorial piece graded AU50 and a stunning 1895 dollar rated PR67 Ultra Cameo, this collection delivers on 
elite 18th and 19th century rarities, and there are many more golden surprises in this catalog's pages. 


The Vetter Family Collection of Commemorative Half Dollars 

Prominent in this set are the Grant With Star half dollar, graded MS65, and the Hawaiian half, also an 
MS65. Continuing the run of Gems is the key issue of the silver commemoratives, a 1900 Lafayette dollar. 
While commemoratives are the cornerstone of the Vetter Family Collection, the collection also includes 
several important patterns, among them an extremely rare Judd-851 1870 Standard Silver ten cent pattern 
in copper with a reeded edge, graded PR65 Brown.

3002 1652 Oak Tree Shilling AU55 NGC. Crosby 3-B, Noe-4, 
W-460, R.4. IN at bottom. 66.9gn. This chocolate-brown shilling 
displays ample luster and lacks any indication of abrasions. The 
lower portion of each side is lightly brought up, but most of the 
legends are bold. A mint-made clip affects part of IN, but other 
lettering is complete. Listed on page 37 of the 2012 Guide Book.

The surfaces are light to medium 
gray with the usual minor roughness and faint scratches associated 
with the issue.

3004 1652 Pine Tree Shilling, Small Planchet VF35 NGC. Crosby 
14-R, Noe-29, W-930, R.3. 70.2 gn. A dove-gray example 
with clear legends and a bold tree. The tops of a few letters reach 
the rim. No marks are apparent, and this moderately circulated 
example is ideal for an Early American type set. Listed on page 37 
of the 2012 Guide Book.

The rim is consistently narrow 
and exhibits a fin, as if a past owner rotated the coin and tapped 
the edge with a spoon before finding another, more rewarding task. 
Struck on a mildly to moderately granular planchet. The medium 
brown surfaces exhibit impressive detail. Listed on page 44 of the 
2012 Guide Book. 
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Rare New Yorke in America Token 
Undated, Brass, W-1705, Fine 15 




3007 Undated New Yorke Token, Brass Fine 15 PCGS. A very rare 
Colonial-era token that was unknown until a lead impression was 
discovered in The Hague in the 1850s. According to Breen, the 
obverse devices of Venus and Cupid under a palm tree suggest 
propaganda for the Colonies as a place to enjoy life. Despite the 
E added to YORK, it is not possible to pin down the date of this 
issue precisely as this spelling occurs intermittently between 1664 
and the 1770s. Approximately 10 pieces are known in brass and 
four are believed extant in lead. This piece is evenly worn, but the 
device outlines are fully recognizable. The fields are granular and 
show deeper brown toning that contrasts with the olive-tan accents 
on the devices. An important opportunity to acquire this undated 
apocryphal farthing. Listed on page 45 of the 2012 Guide Book.

35-J, R.6. The undertype is clearly visible on the shield, and while 
not specifically identified, appears to be an English halfpence, 
like others of the same variety. This example shows incredible 
detail, with the sharpness close to finest known for the variety. The 
surfaces are dark ebony-green, with slight roughness on each side, 
but there are no serious imperfections. A sensational piece that will 
keep the Colonial specialist occupied to specifically identify the 
undertype. The reverse die is rotated about 35 degrees clockwise, 
as usual for the die marriage.

An unusually well struck 
example of this popular token, which was struck in England but 
is traditionally collected as part of the Colonial series due to 
its American theme. The radiant orange color is only slightly 
mellowed on the obverse center. The surfaces are free from relevant 
distraction. A wispy die crack (as made) wanders in the field above 
the hand.

Between NGC and PCGS, only 
four examples of this issue have been certified as full Red, and the 
present piece is the sole Gem (4/11). The obverse is rotated double 
struck, most apparent on the date. Listed on page 76 of the 2012

appearance on the left obverse rim distinguishes this Plain Rims 
variety from its rare Corded Rim counterpart. Blended olive-green 
and golden-brown toning enriches this satiny and well struck 
example. Marks of any size are virtually absent, and the eye appeal 
is exemplary. Listed on page 80 of the 2012 Guide Book. (#767) 


Betts-615 Libertas Americana Medal 
Bronze, AU Details 



3013 (1781) Libertas Americana Medal in Bronze — Obverse Damage 
— NGC Details. AU. Betts-615. NGC lists the unusual implied 
date of “1782” for this piece; 1781 is traditional. Though Liberty’s 
portrait is lightly rubbed and shows a number of digs, especially on 
the cheek, the essential beauty of the artist’s vision is undiminished. 
A fundamentally pleasing and accessible example of this French- 
made yet quintessentially American icon. Listed on page 86 of the 
2012 Guide Book. 


Lettered Edge 1795 Half Cent 
C-l, B-l, AU55 






3014 1795 Lettered Edge AU55 PCGS. C-l, B-l, R.2. Easily 
attributed by the letter I in the date instead of a number 1; a thick 
bar or pole near the bust truncation; and a small die lump after the 
second A in AMERICA. This Choice AU example is conditionally 
scarce for the variety, and Mint State pieces are rare. The tan 
and steel-gray coloration is somewhat lighter than usual, for this 
early type. The striking details are better struck than average, and 
well centered on the planchet. Any serious collector interested 
in assembling a high-grade set of early half cents should consider 
this attractive and technically impressive specimen. MRB XF45.

3016 1804 Crosslet 4, No Stems MS64 Brown PCGS. C-l2, B-ll, 
R.2. A beautiful golden-brown near-Gem that has greater eye 
appeal than most Red and Brown early coppers, since carbon 
is essentially absent. Sharply struck, unabraded, and desirable 
representative of this plentiful but conditionally elusive Guide Book 
variety. MRB MS60. Population: 7 in 64 Brown, only 2 finer as

Though labeled “Brown,” this half cent offers considerable reddish 
overtones and surprisingly lively luster in a blue-brown matrix.

The B-3 variety is easily recognized by the small high 6 in the 
date and the stemless wreath on the reverse. The present coin is a 
sharply detailed Select specimen, with lustrous surfaces that mingle 
original red color with dominant shades of light brown. MRB

the peak affixed to the base of Liberty’s bust. Much faded golden-tan 
color adheres to the devices. The strike is generally well executed, 
although the TES in STATES and a few leaves on the wreath are 
typically lacking in detail. Most Uncirculated representatives of 
this variety trace back to the small hoard of 1806 B-4 half cents 
that the Chapman brothers dispersed in 1906.

This 
fully struck Gem offers reflective fields displaying deep ruby-red, 
orange-gold, olive, and navy-blue tints when rotated beneath 
a light. Carbon is minimal. Four pinpoint aqua flecks occur on 
the reverse.

Repaired - Partially Filled — AN ACS. XF40 Details. S-9, B-l 2, 
R.2. A large planchet defect at the upper obverse has been partly 
filled in a mis-guided repair attempt. This piece has considerable 
detail with granular greenish-ebony surfaces. Other minor 
disturbances are also evident. No MRB grade assigned. (#1347) 


3024 1793 Wreath Cent, Lettered Edge Good 4 NGC. S-llc, B-16c, 
Low R.3. A medium brown Wreath cent type coin that lacks any 
indication of corrosion. Mint-made flan flaws are noted near the L 
and E in LIBERTY, and the ES in STATES. All legends are clear 
except for the denominator. Prominently clashed near the profile, 
as often seen for S-llc. MRB Good 6. 

Accompanied by a J.R. Grellman grading card, who designates the coin 
as VG7 Planchet Voids. (#1350) 

3025 1794 Head of 1794 VF20 PCGS. S-22, B-6, R.l. The popular 
“Mounds Reverse” variety. Deep tan and apple-green toning 
encompasses this unmarked and appealing Liberty Cap cent. 
Evenly struck aside from softness on the upper right reverse legend. 

MRB VG10.(#901374) 
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3026 1795 Plain Edge Fine 15 NGC. S-78, B-8, R.l. A glossy and 
appealing example for the grade which displays rich reddish-violet 
overtones on medium-brown surfaces. The borders are weak, but 
stronger dentils are noted at lower obverse and upper reverse. MRB 
VG10.(#1380) 


XF Sharpness 1796 Liberty Cap Cent 
Elusive Sheldon-86 Marriage 



3027 1796 Liberty Cap — Environmental Damage — NGC Details. 
XF. S-86, B-7, R.5. This darkly toned final-year Liberty Cap cent 
has pleasing, even sharpness, and although the surfaces are mildly 
granular throughout, there are no patches of corrosion or any 
distracting marks. One tiny nick on the rim beneath the 7 provides 
an identifier. MRB Fine 15. 


Double-Struck Draped Bust Large Cent 
Off-Center Second Strike, Good Details 



3028 Undated Draped Bust Large Cent — Struck Twice, Second 
Strike Off-Center, Damaged — NGC Details. Good. Though 
extensively worn with damage at lower obverse, this medium 
brown large cent retains enough detail that its unusual features are 
clear. A secondary portrait appears in the field to Liberty’s right, 
while on the reverse, two wreaths nearly overlap at lower right. A 
fascinating error of the Second Hair Style Draped Bust large cent 
design. While we are unable to be certain, this cent has many of the 
die characteristics of 1798 S-187. MRB Good 4. 


3029 1799 AG3 PCGS. S-189, B-3, R.2. A well-worn but readily 
collectible example of this celebrated large cent issue. Though the 
deep brown surfaces show considerable merging at the rims, the 
date is clear enough to identify. MRB AG3.(#1443) 

3030 1799 — Corroded — ANACS. AG3 Details. S-189, B-3, 
R.2. One of the most famous large cent dates, the 1799 has 
entered numismatic lore. Though this well-worn example shows 
extensive corrosion on deep ebony surfaces, the collector who 
wins this lot is sure to feel great pride in ownership. MRB Fair 
2.(#1443) 

3031 1800 VF25 PCGS. S-200, B-15, R.3. The most prominent 
reverse diagnostic is the long stem attached to the berry near the 
M in the date. Moderately worn with deep violet-brown color. The 
rim areas have uneven definition and a few surface irregularities.

3032 1803 Small Date, Small Fraction AU53 NGC. S-251, B-8, R.2. 

Excellent definition with scant wear. Surfaces are generally smooth 
with lovely blue-brown patina and elements of lighter green at the 
left obverse and lower reverse rims.

3033 1804 Restrike MS64 Red and Brown NGC. Breen-1761. Per 
Breen, “Struck about 1858 by parties unknown from rusted dies 
retrieved from scrap metal sold by the Mint in 1833. Obv. altered 
from 1803 Sheldon 261; rev. of 1820. Both dies hand-strengthened.” 
Lustrous with deep cherry-red and olive-green toning. The reverse 
displays delicate hairlines. MRB MS60.(#45344) 

3034 1812 Small Date XF45 PCGS. S-291, B-l, R.2. The less 
available of the two Small Date die pairs, found here with 
encircling die crack. Deep violet-brown surfaces are uncommonly 
smooth with a touch of peach at the reverse interior. MRB VF35. 
(#1561) 

3035 1817 13 Stars MS64 Red and Brown PCGS. N-6, R.l. A later 
striking with faded denticles and flowlines in the fields. Rose, 
violet, and blue hues dominate the visual appeal of this glossy 
near-Gem, which is housed in a green label holder. MRB MS62. 
(#1595) 

3036 1819 Large Date MS64 Brown PCGS. N-2, R.l. A lustrous 
golden-brown near-Gem with unmarked surfaces and minor 
striking softness on the upper obverse stars. A whisper of verdigris 
accompanies the reverse periphery. MRB AU55. For the non¬ 
overdate Large Date varieties, Population: 12 in 64 Brown, 0 finer 
(4/11).(#1603) 

3037 1822 — Improperly Cleaned — NGC Details. Unc. N-4, R.2. 

Inner circle on obverse, irregular placement of letters in CENT on 
reverse. Green-gold and brown surfaces are too glossy to be natural, 
but the coin shows no evidence of wear. MRB AU50. 

3038 1824/2 — Environmental Damage — NGC Details. XF. N-l, 
High R.l. Noyes Die State B. A well defined ebony-brown 
example of this prominent Matron Head overdate. Only mildly 
granular, but subtle field smoothing is noted near star 4 and the A 
in STATES. MRB VF30.

3039 1825 — Environmental Damage — NGC Details. VG. N-l, 

R.4. Noyes Die State C with a rim break over stars 8 to 9. A rare 
and important die state.

This example has mild and even surface granularity, and a 
loupe reveals faint vertical obverse brush marks. MRB Good 5.

All legends are bold on this evenly 
circulated better variety Matron cent. Thorough evaluation locates 
infrequent unimportant marks.

3041 1830 Medium Letters Fine 15 NGC. N-6, R.4. The deep brown 
surfaces are refreshingly unabraded and void of verdigris. Evenly 
defined save for weakness on the E in CENT. The sole 1830 
Medium Letters Newcomb variety, and a scarce Guide Book listing. 
MRB VG8.

3042 1830 Medium Letters VF35 NGC. N-6, R.4. A midgrade 
dark brown example of an elusive Guide Book variety. Free from 
granularity, and marks are trivial aside from a pinscratch near star 
11 and one small rim nick beneath the 0 in the date.

3043 1839 Booby Head MS61 Brown NGC. N-13, R.2. This medium 
brown representative has a pleasing strike despite the later die 
state with prominent flow lines on the obverse field.

Many of the supposedly “circulating” 
series of coinage denominations in the late 1870s, post-1877 or 
so, have extremely low mintages. This includes both the 1877 
Indian cent — with a recorded mintage of 852,500 pieces, the 
lowest cent mintage since 1823 — and the 1880 Shield nickel. 
The reasons for this are complex, but they basically were the 
result of the Mint Act of 1871. In the late 1860s America was 
awash in small-denomination coinage, mostly one and two cent 
pieces. The Mint Act of 1871 provided for the redemption of 
minor coins of any denomination, which included not only 
the older big coppers — large cents and half cents — but also 
two cent pieces, small cents, three cent silvers, and three cent 
nickels. At first the Mint would melt all those older coins down 
and reissue them as new coinage, but it soon began simply 
operating as a clearinghouse for the backlog of minor coins, 
reissuing them side by side with newly minted coins. The effects 
of this were far-reaching, ultimately reducing the numbers of 
most business strike issues until the early 1880s. 

The 1880 Shield nickel was one of those coinages, the 
lowest-mintage business strike in the entire series at 21,000 
pieces. The Bowers Guide Book on Shield and Liberty nickels 
provides these criteria for unquestioned business strike 1880s, 
all of which are apparent on the present coin: 

—Upper left outside of first S in STATES is repunched 

—Tiny raised “island” appears in field below second T, 
the result of die pitting 

—Tiny line or thorn projects into field from center of a 
dentil below space between T and S in CENTS 

Bowers notes that only two obverse dies were produced for 
1880, and both were “used intermittently for circulation and 
Proof strikes.” On this piece, the first 8 grazes the ball of the 
ornament, and the inside of the second 8 shows repunching. 
This near-Gem piece is brilliant except a slight smudging of 
golden-gray on the right obverse margin and to the left of 
the date. The leaves are not quite fully struck and the fields, 
especially on the reverse, are semiprooflike, but there is 
absolutely no mistaking this piece for a proof.

3237 1918/7-D MS64+ PCGS. FS-101. The hurried conditions 
created by increased wartime demand for circulating coinage 
prompted the Engraving Department at the Philadelphia Mint 
to prepare a 1917-dated Buffalo nickel die in the final months of 
that year for 1918 production. A single obverse die overpunched 
with an 8 was shipped to the Denver branch mint and an 
unknown, but relatively small number of the 8.3 million nickels 
produced at Denver in 1918 were impressed from this 1918/7 
obverse. Discovery of this overdate was not published until 1931 
and by that time most examples were extensively circulated. 
Consequently, the survival of any Uncirculated 1918/7-D 
nickel is little more than a random stroke of good fortune. 

This exceptional overdate Buffalo appears to have been 
struck from an early state of the dies, with hardly a trace of the 
developing die crack in front of the Native American’s braid. 
The underdigit is boldly separated from the overpunched 8 
across the top of the digits and across the loops. Doubling of 
both the 9 and the 8 is also clearly evident. The overall strike 
is very well executed, and each side is accented by crescents 
of orange-gold toning. Hints of ice-blue blue patina are seen 
throughout. A small spot of carbon on the neck is perhaps all 
that separates this lovely overdate Buffalo from Gem status.

David Hall writes 
on the PCGS CoinFacts website that the 1937-D Three-Legged 
Buffalo nickel is “one of the most famous and most important 
coins of the 20th century” and “arguably the classic Buffalo nickel.” 
The variety was created through excessive polishing of the reverse 
die, removing most of the foreleg but leaving the hoof. There are 
many distinctive die markers on each side of the variety, which we 
have extensively described in the Heritage Permanent Auction 
Archives. 

Hall adds, “The popularity of this ‘super cool’ variety drives its 
price as much as its rarity.” The surfaces on this high-grade example 
are brightly frosted and the silver-gray faces have a slight accent of 
golden-rose. There are no mentionable or noticeable abrasions on 
either side of this high-grade, well-struck example. Sure to be of

seeming contradiction between intense collector demand for 
the 1937-D Three-Legged Buffalo nickel and the high prices 
realized — despite an abundant supply — is rather neatly 
explained by a paragraph under the heading “Universal Rarity 
Scale” in The Cherrypickers’ Guide, volume one, fifth edition, by 
Fivaz and Stanton: 

“Rarity and value are not always as closely related as 
one might suspect. If there are nine known examples of 
a particular variety, but only six or seven collectors are 
interested in it, the coin would certainly be rare, but 
because of a relatively low interest factor (low demand), 
it would not command much of a premium. Conversely, 
there could be 10,000 pieces known of a variety, but 
if 11,000 collectors are interested in obtaining one, 
the premium over the normal value of the coin would 
be much greater, due to the high interest factor (high 
demand). This brings us back to the age-old law of sup¬ 
ply and demand.” 

It is interesting to note that the Cherrypickers’ Guide gives 
its highest ratings of 5 for both Interest Factor and Liquidity 
Factor for each of the three popular varieties, the 1916 Doubled 
Die Obverse, the 1918/7-D, and the 1937-D Three-Legged. 
This seems to be out of kilter, as there are many collectors, even 
type collectors, who would likely consider the purchase of a 
1937-D Three-Legged Buffalo in preference to the other rarer 
varieties; thus, we believe its Interest Factor should be even 
higher. The demand especially for Gem examples of the Three- 
Legged 1937-D can never approach the limited supply. The 
surfaces are bright and satiny, and each side has a layer of muted 
reddish-golden patina. There are no mentionable abrasions 
on either side, and the striking definition is above-average for 
this normally weak issue.

3264 1937-D Three-Legged MS65 NGC. FS-901. Die clashing 
in U.S. coinage is a well-known phenomenon to serious 
numismatists. Many Seated Liberty coins in particular show 
clashing, although Morgan dollars, Shield nickels, three cent 
silvers, three cent nickels, and other series are known for them 
as well. In the Buffalo nickel series, some issues such as the 
1913-S Type Two are so well-known for a particular clash that 
they are called the “bearded Indian” variety, from a reverse die 
clash of E PLURIBUS UNUM beneath the Indian’s chin. 

The Three-Legged Buffalo was created from clashed dies 
as well, a phenomenon where the feeder for a coin blank fails 
to insert it into the press, and the dies come together without 
an intervening planchet. Each die thus receives a partial 
impression from the other. The fourth leg of the Three-Legged 
Buffalo was effaced by a mint worker trying to cover evidence 
of previous die clashing. While obviously we do not know 
how the clashing appeared before the “repair,” it is safe to say 
that in this case the cure was worse than the disease. On this 
particular coin, there is a complete disconnect between the 
bison’s hoof and upper portion of the foreleg. 

The surfaces of this Gem exude lovely soft mint frost, and 
the striking details are far superior than usually seen. Each side 
displays a significant overlay of ice-blue and just a bit of slight 
reddish patina, and there are no mentionable marks on either 
side.

FS-501. In 1942, the Denver Mint coined only nickels of the 
traditional alloy; after the change-over to the wartime billon alloy 
in the middle of that year, Philadelphia and San Francisco created 
new five cent pieces, but Denver did not. Only a small fraction 
of the 1942-D nickels struck were coined from the reverse with 
the distinctly repunched mintmark. The initial application of 
the mintmark was turned sideways from its proper orientation; 
rather than discard the die, a Mint worker decided to punch 
the mintmark again, upright this time. The underlying errant 
mintmark is most readily viewed as a shadow to the left of the 
straight vertical stroke on the main mintmark. 

The 1942-D issue in general is viewed as something of a 
“sleeper,” but the D Over Horizontal D pieces are anything but, 
having attracted plenty of attention ever since their discovery. 
It appears on plenty of lists of top Jefferson nickel varieties, and 
its listing in the Guide Book ensures its continued popularity. For 
the overall issue, Full Steps status comes more frequently than for 
surrounding dates, though finding a Gem Full Steps example of the 
1942-D remains challenging, and the pool of such survivors among 
1942-D Over Horizontal D pieces is far smaller. 

This Gem is the finest Full Steps example certified by both of 
the major services. The five full steps are plain on the reverse, and 
the overall level of detail is attractive. The surfaces are strongly 
lustrous with ample mint, violet, rose, and orange shadings across 
each side.

— and they are many — who hear about a 1913-S, automatically 
associate it with the other two keys to the collection, the 1896- 
S and 1901 -S. While it is true that all three are of extremely 
low mintage — the 1913-S, at only 40,000 pieces, is one of 
the lowest-mintage regular-issue silver coins of the entire 20th 
century — there are a couple of crucial differences, to boot. 

For starters, take a look at all three mintages and their current 
2012 Guide Book retail valuations in Good 4 and MS63 — the 
highest Mint State grade given for the three keys: 

— 1896-S. Mintage 188,039. Good 4, $950; MS63, 
$18,000. 

— 1901-S. Mintage 72,664. Good 4, $5,600; MS63, 
$48,000. 

— 1913-S. Mintage 40,000. Good 4, $1,800; MS63, 

$ 20 , 000 . 

Even these basic data suggest that the 1896-S is the least of 
the three, and that the 1913-S, despite its lowest mintage, is 
more available, at least at the grade levels shown, than the 1901- 
S in similar grades. 

While always cautioning about the certainty of duplications, 
a longer look at the NGC Census data will reveal that there are: 

—32 submissions of the 1896-S in all Mint State grades, 
of which 10 are Gem or finer; 

—13 submissions of the 1901-S in Mint State, of which 6 
are Gem or finer; and 

—45 submissions of the 1913-S in Mint State, of which 
17 are Gem or finer. 

But before we proceed further in the comparison, we must 
point out that this incredible MS67 ★ 1913-S is the single finest 
graded example at NGC by virtue of the Star designation, although 
there are five submissions in MS67 without the Star . 

The analysis above emphasizes that the 1913-S, despite the 
singular nature of this special example, is overall more available 
in Mint State, mostly lower-Mint State examples, than the 1896- 
S or 1901-S. 

The difference is likely a function of the few more pieces 
that were put away at the time of issue, perhaps by some 
farsighted early San Franciscan collectors. Although Augustus 
Heaton’s seminal treatise on the collecting of coins by date and 
mintmark came out in 1893, various writers have pointed out 
the importance of the 1909-S VDB cent as a coin that really 
drove home how much more valuable certain coins were that 
contained that little “S” mintmark. For many collectors, there is 
nothing like realizing a profit to provide a lasting education. 

And that is certainly the case of this 1913-S quarter, a 
completely brilliant silver-white specimen, with flashy, radiant 
fields throughout. Noticeable semiprooflikeness in the fields 
is brought about by die striations, a byproduct of the die 
preparation process. The strike is sharp, although just short of 
full due to incomplete definition on the right (facing) claw. As 
expected, it takes a loupe to reveal even the smallest ticks on this 
immaculately preserved specimen.

Ex: Frederick 
Collection. Raised spines in the field near several stars, especially 
stars 5,11, and 12, identify Obverse 3. The reverse has a long die line 
extending the top of the shield well into the right wing. The obverse 
die appeared first on 0-104, next on 0-105, and finally on 0-103. 

The obverse has a faint die crack from the base of 18 to the drapery 
and on to star 1. The heavy peripheral flowlines obscure the crack.

3619 1813 50C Over UNI AU50 ANACS. 0-101, R.2. The famous 
Guide Book variety with erroneously placed UNI(TED) under 
the denomination. Lightly worn but still amply lustrous under 
pale gold-gray toning that takes a deep blue turn at upper obverse 
and lower reverse. Housed in a small-format ANACS holder.

3620 1813 AU55 PCGS. 0-110, R.l. Ex: Frederick Collection. Heavy 
clash marks are visible above the date and at star 1 as usual. The 
clash marks are so heavy that the entire motto can be seen, except 
where it is covered by the bust.

Late Die State, Sharply Struck, Finest Known 



3621 1814 MS68 ★ NGC. 0-103, R.l. This available die pairing 
is recognized on the obverse by star 7, which has one point at 
the juncture of the upper and lower curls on Liberty’s forehead. 
Most examples, including the present one, show die clashing in 
obverse fields. Multiple vertical die lines run down to the rim 
from below the forward portion of the bust. On the reverse, a 
heavy defect ridge or die line runs from the scroll beneath the 
initial E, downward to the center of the left (facing) wing. 

The half dollars of 1814 were produced in relatively large 
number for the time, some 1.04 million pieces. Those coins 
were produced using only eight obverse and nine reverse dies, 
combining to make nine known die marriages for the year. The 
dies were obviously pushed to the limits, and several varieties 
of 1814 are well-known for die clashes, breaks, die erosion, 
and the other ailments that overstressed dies can produce. The 
Overton reference notes that “the year 1814 produced some of 
the most severely clashed dies of the entire [Bust half] series.” 

The 0-103 and O-108a varieties of the 1814 are the only 
two rated as R.l or common, although others rank R.2, and 
only the 0-106 is rare. In the case of this coin, however, the 
sheer commonness of the 0-103 variety makes it fodder for 
a phenomenal coin such as this, a simply unbelievable piece. 
The mint luster, thick and frosted, displays abundantly evident 
through the toning. The centers are silver-gray, with a light 
accent of rose surrounded by cobalt-blue at the extreme margins 
on each side. As is the case for many 1814 half dollars, this 
piece is quite sharply struck (although, as the Overton reference 
points out, that sharp strike came at the expense of sharp 
die clashing when there was no intervening planchet). As 
demanded at this incredible grade level, there are no visible 
abrasions or adjustment marks, save for the aforementioned die 
clashing in the fields. 

The last time we offered this piece previously was in our 
FUN Signature (Heritage, 1/2009), lot 3845, where it was also 
certified MS68 ★ NGC but in an older holder, where it realized 
$80,500. It appears as though the coin was resubmitted in hope 
of achieving an MS69 grade — and nearly got it. At that time, 
we wrote: 

“This piece has many, many clashes, perhaps the most 
interesting of which are the ‘ear bars’ from the clashing 
of the reverse shield on Liberty’s hair curls and ear. ... 
Aside from the interesting die state, however, this coin 
is incredibly well struck and well preserved, despite the 
advanced state of both dies.” 

As in its former appearance, this piece is atop the Stephen 
Herrman Condition Census, ahead of three MS67 pieces. The 
finest known, destined to be a cornerstone of a fine collection. 
Ex: FUN Signature (Heritage, 1/1998), lot 6887; Goldberg 
(6/2002), lot 2256; FUN Signature (Heritage, 1/2009), lot 3845,

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3622 1817 181.7 Genuine PCGS. 0-103, R.2. Ex: Frederick 
Collection. The PCGS number ending in .92 suggests Cleaning as 
the reason, or perhaps one of the reasons, that PCGS deemed this 
coin not gradable. In our opinion, this coin has the details of an 
AU specimen that has been cleaned. 

The dot between the second 1 and the 7 is sharp on this early die 
state example, known as the “Punctuated Date” variety. Both sides 
have minor clash marks. This attractive example has considerable 
satiny luster beneath pale gold and iridescent toning. A number of 
light cleaning lines are evident on each side.(#6110) 

3623 1818/7 Large 8 AU53 NGC. 0-101, R.l. Dusky caramel-gold 
luster shimmers from design recesses, while exposed areas are steel- 
gray.

Excellent luster with golden 
border-toning that takes on aspects of claret and brown on the 
reverse.

3626 1823 Patched 3 AU53 NGC. 0-1 Ola, R.l. An accessible die pair 
but also extremely popular, thanks to a Guide Book entry. Light gold 
and aqua overtones visit still-lustrous silver surfaces.

R.7 as a proof. Ex: Eliasberg. This is an early die state of the 
0-101 die pairing, showing a small tine of metal on the right 
loop of the 6 in the date, sharp recutting on stars 6, 7, and 11, 
and two small die lines protruding from the end of Liberty’s 
nose. On the reverse the segments are separated above the last 
S in STATES, but recutting shows on the left stand of N. 

This is a common variety as a business strike, but extremely 
rare as a proof. PCGS has certified nine coins (less duplicates) 
of the 1836 Lettered Edge, including five in PR63, but only one 
is attributed as to variety, an 0-109 in PR65. At NGC there are 
eight examples certified, including the present PR63 and six 
pieces finer (4/11). Of course, all those figures are subject to a 
critical eye due to crossovers and resubmissions. The Eliasberg 
catalogers described the coin thusly: 

“Rarity-7 or 8 as a Proof striking. Proof-63. A pleasing 
specimen with full mirror fields, delicately toned, giving 
way to splashes of electric blue [at] the borders. Brilliant 
with delicate toning. A splendid coin and in Proof fin¬ 
ish, a notable rarity.” 

That description still holds true today, attesting to the coin’s 
unfooled-with originality. In particular, the fully mirrored fields 
provide immediate confirmation of this piece’s proof status, 
at least as that term can be applied to pre-1850s coinage. A 
memorable example from a classic era of U.S. numismatics, and 
pedigreed to a classic collection of U.S. coins.

Both sides have frosty 
silver luster hidden beneath original ivory, gold, and iridescent 
toning. First struck with a reeded edge in 1836, the Capped Bust 
design continued for just two more years into 1839.

Medium S. Honey-tan 
and slate-gray embrace this lustrous and surprisingly unabraded No 
Motto half dollar. An early San Francisco issue that is very scarce in 
Mint State despite a reasonable mintage.

This pleasing Gem is sharply detailed in most 
areas, but the upper stars are just a little flat. The lustrous surfaces 
are toned in attractive shades of gold and electric-blue.

A satiny Mint State representative from a 
low mintage of just 10,000 coins, this 1881 half is destined for the 
cabinet of a specialist.

3660 1882 MS64+ NGC. Strongly reflective and even possessed of 
a degree of contrast, though the strike is not crisp enough for 
this near-Gem to be a proof.

The strike is strong throughout, as expected, and there are no 
mentionable or noticeable abrasions.

3673 1892-0 MS61 PCGS. The 1892-0 was the first New Orleans half 
dollar issue since before the Civil War. This lustrous representative 
is only minimally abraded for the grade, and is moderately toned in

3674 1892-0 Micro O MS65 NGC. Ex: Thaine Price Collection. 
This is an extremely rare coin in all grades and the key to the 
Barber half dollar series. While a few AU or better examples 
have been sold in the last few years, this variety is infrequently 
available, and Mint State coins are few and far between 
indeed. This piece is tied for third place with two MS65 PCGS 
examples, including the Duckor piece, in the Condition 
Census that we presented in the recent auction of the Duckor 
Collection. The Duckor coin, an attractively toned example, 
brought a strong $80,500 (Heritage, 8/2010, lot 3174). 

Although the exact number minted of this variety is 
unknown, this rarity has been well publicized since Augustus 
G. Heaton recognized it in his pioneering work Mint Marks: 
A Treatise on the Coinage of the United States Branch Mints , 
which was published in 1893 — right after this coin was struck. 
Heaton noted that the variety with the exceedingly small O 
was rare. Howard R. Newcomb further publicized this rarity in 
his 1914 display at the American Numismatic Society. 

This Gem NGC-certified example is well struck, with bold 
obverse devices and with the usual trivial weakness on the 
reverse on the upper right shield and wing as well as on the 
eagle’s right talons. The surfaces are slightly reflective and 
generally white, with peripheral gold toning. Ample luster is 
evident on both sides. The diagnostic die crack is seen through 
the lower numerals of the date to the rim below star 1, as always 
seen on this rare variety. Examination of the O mintmark 
shows that it is clearly wider on the right side than the left, 
and much smaller than the normal mintmark. Apparently the 
die engraver used the mintmark punch for the quarter instead 
of the half. Since the reverse die shows no sign of failure, it 
can be assumed that the tiny O mintmark was discovered 
early in production, and the die was discarded. The limited 
numbers coined entered circulation. Perhaps a few were saved 
as curiosities, as a small handful have been found in Mint State 
grades. The combined NGC and PCGS population reports 
show three coins graded this high, with three finer, one of 
which we believe is a duplication (4/11). The Eliasberg-Dale 
Friend coin, now certified MS68 PCGS, is the finest known, 
and the MS68 NGC coin is the same piece. One of the great 
rarities of American numismatics and always in demand.

3676 1893-S AU55 NGC. Delicate gold toning resides on frosty surfaces 
with nearly full luster. A sharp strike is evident with trivial surface 
marks.

3677 1893-S AU58 NGC. Strong, swirling luster with only the slightest 
friction on the high points. Gold-gray border toning is deeper 
and more even on the reverse. Census: 13 in 58, 41 finer (4/11).

3678 1893-S MS66 PCGS Secure. Ex: Duckor/Pryor. The obverse has 
two nearly invisible die cracks, one from a ribbon end across the 
bust point to the 1, and the other from the final T in TRUST to 
the upper point of star 7. The reverse has a medium S mintmark, 
perfectly centered below and close to the center spine of the eagle’s 
tail. Faint die cracks on the reverse join the tops of F DOF and AR 
and are visible on the surface of those letters. Several faint cracks 
are visible through most of OF AMERICA and the right wing. 

The design elements are sharply detailed overall, with slight 
weakness along the lower edge of the headband. The reverse has 
a touch of weakness at the usual locations, including the eagle’s 
right claw and the arrow feathers. This Premium Gem has exquisite 
surfaces with gorgeous gold, antique gray, and iridescent toning. A few 
tiny blemishes are evident on each side, consistent with the grade. 

This piece is the single finest example that either NGC or 
PCGS has certified. Those two services have a combined 
population of just five in MS65 and only one finer (the present 
specimen). In our auctions over the last 17 years, we have handled 
just two different examples in MS65, and none finer (before the 
current sale). The Duckor specimen is a stunning example of one of 
the most underrated dates in the series.

3684 1901-0 MS66 NGC. The 1901-0 Barber half is a prime rarity 
in the series, even though a few other issues such as the 1904'S 
or 1892-0 Micro O may have attained greater notoriety. In the 
Premium Gem grade of the present piece, there is only a single 
certified example finer at either service, namely the Dr. and Mrs. 
Steven L. Duckor MS67+ PCGS example that we recently offered 
(Heritage, 8/2010, lot 3201), which realized an amazing $63,250. 
At that time we noted that there were two MS66 examples at 
PCGS; there are also two (including the present specimen) at 
NGC, making four coins for the issue that are tied for second place 
in the certified Condition Census. 

This piece exhibits satiny surfaces with bright, semireflective 
fields that are essentially free of any post-Mint contact, save for 
a single mark below the W of WE, and largely silver-white with 
light accents of pink and gray at the rims on each side. Portions of 
each side are boldly struck and portions are weakly struck, not an 
atypical occurrence for an O-mint Barber half. Light roller marks 
on the cheek did not strike out fully, but the prime area of softness 
is, as usual, the eagle’s right wing and shield corner, here also 
extending up onto the neck and head. On the other hand, many 
of the peripheral stars on the obverse are sharp, and the reverse is 
pleasingly bold elsewhere. A fine coin for a fine collection, perhaps 
the finest obtainable example today of this rare issue.

No 
signs of die cracks appear on the reverse. Both sides exhibit faint 
die polishing lines in the fields. The S mintmark is slightly right of 
center below the tail and close to the feathers. 

This stunning Superb Gem has full mint brilliance, with frosty 
silver-white surfaces. Splashes of subtle gold toning add to the 
overall aesthetic desirability. A few minuscule contact marks are 
visible in the right obverse field. Diagonal rolling marks are evident 
on the obverse, particularly across Liberty’s cheek. They are strictly 
a part of the minting process and have no effect on the grade or 
value. When he cataloged this coin for the Price catalog, David 
Akers stated his opinion that the coin is “very nearly ‘as struck,’ 
and so it definitely ranks as one of the finest known examples of 
this very rare and underrated issue.” 

The 1905-S Barber half dollar is clearly an underrated issue in 
the series. With just six PCGS examples above MS65, it is a true 
condition rarity. With this offering of the Duckor specimen, we 
have handled all three of the MS67 PCGS coins. The others are 
the Eliasberg-Hugon coin and an example that we sold in February

From the sale of Dr. Duckor’s Collection we repeat these 
interesting considerations about the assembling of his collection: 

“Over the period of 20 months the number one and number 
two PCGS Registry Sets of Barber half dollars have come 
on the market. The two collections have brought to mar¬ 
ket 145 different PCGS Gem or finer Barber half dollars. 
Included were 28 MS65s, 63 MS66s, 51 MS67s, and three 
MS68s. Including an additional half point for Plus coins, 
the average grade of the 145 coins is 66.3. Newer collectors 
may think that such coins are available on a regular basis, 
but nothing could be further from the truth. Dr. and Mrs. 
Duckor spent two full decades forming this collection of 
Barber half dollars. Finally, consider that the Duckor Col¬ 
lection has nearly 14% of all Barber half dollars that PCGS 
has certified as MS66 or better.”

The 1795 B-2 dollar is a slightly scarcer 
die combination, certainly harder to locate than either B-l or B-5, the two commonest 1795 Flowing 
Hair dollar varieties. Current estimates place the total number of survivors of the B-2 variety at someplace 
between 200 and 500 coins, most likely at about the midpoint of that range. Most of the survivors fall in the 
Fine 15 to XF40 grade range. Few remain in the AU grades, and Mint State examples are very rare. Only two 
examples of the 1795 B-2 dollar have claims to Gem condition: one is the George Earle-Louis Eliasberg Coin, 
and the other is this piece, from the Heifetz and Cardinal Collections. It appears that there are about eight 
to 10 Mint State pieces of the variety known, including two pieces from the Lord St. Oswald Collection. 

Dave Bowers divided the coinage of 1795 Flowing Hair and Draped Bust coins into six different striking 
periods. He placed the B-2 dollar in the second striking period, which he suggested actually took place in 1795. 
Some other striking periods are known to include coins minted as late as 1798. The evidence for B-2 as part of the 
second period is the existence of the two St. Oswald coins, said to be acquired from the Mint in Fall 1795. 

The obverse was used to produce B-2 and B-19 dollars, the latter considered unique. It is an example of the 
Head of ‘95, identified by a conspicuous loop on the base line below the shoulder, usually called a shoulder loop. 
It is branded with a raised diagonal bar just inside the inner point of star 4. Star 1 pierces and severs the lowest 
hair curl, the curl’s right end appearing as a curved island in the field. Stars 12 and 13 are slightly closer than 
the other star pairs. The date is widely spaced with 95 slightly closer, and the 9 tipped slightly to the right. 

The reverse was used to produce B-2, B-l, and B-13 dollars, apparently in that order. The reverse die was 
rotated clockwise about 45 degrees when this example was minted. It is a Two Leaves die with nine berries 
in the left branch and 10 in the right branch. The eagle has six tail feathers (some others have just five tail 
feathers. There are two inside berries and one outside berry below the left facing wing; three inside berries and 
one outside berry beneath the right facing wing. The legend has the first S slightly low, the A slightly high, and 
the final S slightly low. The I is distant from the eagle’s wing, the T close, the E close, and the R touches. 

Numerous fine die finishing lines are visible in the lower right obverse field, especially right of the neck 
and above the bust tip. The die has been lightly lapped, and stars 3 through 6 are weaker than the remaining 
stars. Bowers called these lapped stars “spidery.” A fine die crack is hidden in the hair, crossing five individual 
stands of the top two locks. Faint clash marks appear as projections or points extending out from the hair curls. 
These are in the form of tiny leaf points. The reverse appears to be perfect, however, close examination shows 
what appears to be a short vertical die crack from the middle talon on the right, down to the ribbon knot. 

Among 1795 Flowing Hair dollars with the Two Leaves reverse, this piece ranks among the finest, regardless of die 
variety. The cataloger for the Cardinal Collection notes that it ranks behind only the Earle-Eliasberg “presentation” 
piece for overall quality among coins of this type. This is an amazing coin with pristine surfaces that are marred only by 
a faint scratch on the obverse, in the field left of stars 12 to 14. Otherwise, there are no discernable marks on either side. 
Both sides are highly lustrous with full cartwheel luster and brilliant satin surfaces beneath lovely golden-brown color, 
hints of violet toning, and sky blue iridescence. The obverse has some light central adjustment marks across Liberty’s 
hair that have caused some slight central weakness on the reverse. Otherwise all aspects of the strike are complete and 
bold, including individual details that seldom observed. For example, the stem of the leaf pair below M crosses half of 
the eagle’s wing. Only the level of strike permitted viewing of the die crack in Liberty’s hair, mentioned earlier.

At the very least, strong 
evidence suggests that the dies for the B-14 dollar were 
made first. However, the alternative view point suggests 
that these coins were struck after the B-15, BB-52 dollars, 
since this reverse die was used for six varieties through 1798. 

This lovely example has a bold strike, especially at the 
centers. The stars at the upper right are flat, but that is a 
characteristic of the variety rather than an indication of the 
strike. This piece has fully brilliant light gray surfaces with 
no evidence of toning on either side. The fields are fully 
prooflike, a quality that is evident on several survivors from 
this die pair.

It was once believed that Die Alignment 
IV dollars were the product of die slippage, and such pieces 
were related to Die Alignment II coins. That is less certain 
today, and in fact these pieces may have been intentionally or 
unintentionally produced in several batches with various obverse/ 
reverse die alignments that range from DAII to DAIV. This 
piece has even friction over the high points and in the fields, 
the result being the diminishment of most of the brightness 
of the original proof finish. Each side has gray, blue, emerald- 
green, and golden hues that give the coin a lovely iridescence.

3864 1840 XF40 PCGS. CAC. The first year of the Seated Liberty 
design, following the Gobrecht dollars of the late 1830s, is highly 
popular with type collectors. This piece has splendid light gray 
patina with sky-blue at the lower obverse and lighter champagne 
on the reverse. A few trivial marks are mostly inconsequential.

3865 1843 AU53 NGC. Decidedly reflective, especially considering 
the minor wear present on Liberty and the eagle. Modest golden 
overtones settle over moderately abraded fields on this earlier 
Seated dollar. (#6929) 

3866 1843 AU58 PCGS. Softly struck but remarkably flashy in the 
minimally toned fields. The scarcely worn eagle is well-frosted with 
surprisingly few marks, though the fields around it show numerous 
abrasions. Population: 41 in 58, 41 finer (4/11).(#6929) 

3867 1846-0 AU53 PCGS. A tiny rim nick is evident at the top of 
the obverse on this pleasing piece. Otherwise, the surfaces are 
exceptional with deep gray-gold and iridescent toning. This is the 
first of just four New Orleans Mint Seated dollars. Population: 14 in 
53, 53 finer (4/ll).(#6933)

3868 1847 MS61 PCGS. Except for the ‘59-0 and ‘60-0, No Motto 
Seated dollars are very scarce to rare in Mint State. The present 
example is sharply struck and only minimally abraded for the MS61 
level, although we note a small rim nick on the reverse at 2 o’clock. 
Luster shimmers across the devices and legends. (#6934) 
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1853 Seated Dollar, Toned MS64

3869 1853 MS64 NGC. Ex: Eliasberg. The Act of February 21, 1853 
slightly reduced the amount of silver in subsidiary coinage, but 
left the dollar unchanged. This curious anomaly is probably best 
explained in the memoirs of John Sherman: “No mention of the 
dollar was made in the Act of 1853. It had fallen into disuse and 
when coined was exported, being more valuable as bullion than 
coin.” That passage would lead one to think the coins that were 
saved would be plentiful in high grades. But that is obviously not 
the case when one looks at the numbers certified. NGC has only 
certified 30 pieces in MS64 with two finer (4/11). This example 
has bright, lustrous surfaces that are covered with steel-gray and 
golden toning. There are a number of small, but individually 
insignificant abrasions on each side, and the striking details are 
less-than-complete on the peripheral stars and the eagle.

This briefly circulated first-year Carson City silver dollar 
has billowy luster throughout the devices and legends, and the 
only mentionable marks are two thin lines near the final A in 
AMERICA.

3876 1871 AU58 NGC. Strong mustard-gold and orange overtones 
characterize this late-date Seated dollar, lightly rubbed on the 
high points but with strong luster that adds a touch of swirl 
on the reverse.

3877 1871 — Improperly Cleaned — NGC Details. Unc. A well- 
defined late-date Seated dollar with no trace of wear. Gold-tinged

3882 1855 PR62 NGC. In the Silver Dollar Encyclopedia Q. David 
Bowers comments, “Although Walter H. Breen states in his 
Encyclopedia on Proof coins that possibly 50 to 60 Proof 1855 silver 
dollars survive, my experience differs. I believe that fewer were 
coined and fewer survive today than of the 1854. ... It is my opinion 
that Proof 1855 Liberty Seated dollars are very rare, more so than 
popular catalogues estimate.” The proof Seated dollars of 1855 
were struck from a different obverse die than business strikes, with 
the date deeply impressed into the die. This attractive example 
offers rose tinted gray-brilliant surfaces that show a few light field 
hairlines, but it appears that it would nonetheless achieve an even 
finer grade save for a noticeable scrape to the right of the date. 
While worthy of note, it is not overly bothersome, and this coin, 
given the overall rarity of the issue, may represent good value to 
potential bidders.

The present coin exhibits razor- 
sharp definition on all design elements, and the reflective fields are 
mostly brilliant, with subtle hints of gold and lavender toning that 
make the surfaces a little hazy in places.

3884 1870 PR66 Deep Cameo PCGS. The 1870 proof Seated dollar 
is a curious issue. There were 1,000 pieces struck, but apparently 
nowhere near that many were sold with the remainder melted at 
year’s end, making it scarcer than several of the preceding Seated 
dollar issues even though its mintage is higher. The fields on this 
piece shimmer with bright, mirror-like intensity and show virtually 
no impairments, even under close examination. Set against the 
fields are the frosted white devices which sparkle against the 
illimitable depths of reflectivity. Mostly untoned with just a bit 
of haziness on the obverse. As a future identifier, a small area of 
planchet roughness (as struck) is seen near the border at Liberty’s 
foot.

3885 1870 PR66 Ultra Cameo NGC. The 1870 Seated Liberty dollar 
was struck to the tune of 1,000 pieces in proof format, the first time 
since 1861 in which the mintage of proof dollars touched the 1,000 
mark. David Bowers writes in Silver Dollars and Trade Dollars of the 
United States: A Complete Encyclopedia: 

“It is one of those little anomalies of numismatics, and a 
spur to numismatic research and inquisitiveness, to note 
that today 1870 proof dollars are slightly scarcer than are, 
for example, those dated 1867 (which has a considerably 
lower mintage of 625 pieces). 

“Apparently, most 1870 proof dollars were distributed with 
minor and silver proof sets. The scarcity of survivors sug¬ 
gests that quantities may have remained unsold at the end 
of the year and were melted, many after July 10, 1873.” 

Of the nearly 450 1870 proof dollars certified by NGC and 
PCGS, only about 70 are Cameos, and fewer than 10 are Ultra/ 
Deep Cameos. The present Premium Gem Ultra Cameo is one of 
the two finest certified. 

The surfaces on both sides are essentially untoned, and the 
frosted devices stand in stark contrast with the highly reflective 
fields. The strike is full on each side with no hint of weakness. A 
handful of wispy handing marks are located in the obverse fields 
under high magnification and might well preclude an even higher 
grade.

The borders display light tan toning. Wispy field marks are of little

3890 1875-S MS64 PCGS. CAC. Type One Reverse. Large S. Toned 
light cream-gray with occasional blushes of apricot patina. A 
minimally abraded Choice silver type coin that has sweeping luster 
and minor granularity in the obverse field near star 11. Sharply 
struck except for softness on the right (facing) leg of the eagle.

Dave 
Bowers writes in A Guide Book of Morgan Silver Dollars: “Some 
coins remained in Treasury control, and multiple bags were 
distributed from San Francisco Mint storage in 1926, attracting 
little notice at the time, and passing into circulation.” There 
were no significant quantities remaining for the Treasury release 
of the early 1960s. As a result, the typical example is a mid-grade 
circulated coin, and even AU examples are seldom seen. Mint 
State pieces are, of course, major rarities at all grade levels. 

This Choice Mint State example is one of the finest we 
have handled. A review of our Permanent Auction Archives, 
covering all of our sales since 1993, shows a single MS65 NGC 
coin that we sold in January 2009, and seven appearances in

Thus begins Jeff Garrett and Ron Guth’s discussion of the issue, 
listed as number 76 in 100 Greatest U.S. Coins. The authors point 
out that the reported figure of 12,000 business strikes manufactured 
would put the 1895 Morgan business strikes (if any exist today, or 
ever existed in the past) as far rarer than the two other lowest' 
mintage business strike Morgans, the 1893-S and 1894, both of 
which posted circulation strikes of 100,000 coins or greater. 

Ignoring the issue of whether or not any business strike 1895- 
dated Morgan dollars were ever struck, the mystery of the 1895 
Philadelphia silver dollar production only deepens when one 
considers the characteristics of the proofs. 

Writing in September 2006 in Coin Values magazine, in an 
article titled “Philly 1895 Morgan Dollars,” Roger Burdette 
discusses the number of dies manufactured for the proof issue. 
He notes that Mint Chief Engraver Charles Barber provided 
an annual report of dies provided to the coiner, in which he 
separated the “dies by those used for circulation coinage and those 
used for Proof coins”: 

“All United States coinage dies were made by the engrav¬ 
ing department at the Philadelphia Mint. Working dies 
for the coming year were prepared by the engraving 
department during the last quarter of the calendar year, 
and generally shipped to the Branch Mints in Decem¬ 
ber. Because of the time and cost involved in making 
a coinage die, particularly those required for silver dol¬ 
lars, the engraving department made only the minimum 
expected to be needed during the first part of the new 
year. Thereafter, the Branch Mints placed orders for addi¬ 
tional dies with the director’s office in Washington. 

“A typical pair of silver dollar dies could produce 250,000 
or more coins before wear or damage caused the dies to be 
removed from service. Some die pairs lasted for 450,000 
coins!” 

Apparently nine dies — five obverses and four reverses — for 
the 1895 proof Morgans were created, yet no die totals at all 
are shown for standard circulating dollars. (Burdette writes, “.. 
nothing says they [the dies] were only used to strike Proofs.”) 

Four different obverse dies are documented among the proofs 
surviving today (see the Bowers Silver Dollar Encyclopedia). Why 
were so many dies created for a nominal proof issue of 880 pieces, 
and why were none recorded for business strikes? The question 
remains unsolved, as does the larger mystery of whether the 1895 
business strikes were ever minted at all — and if they were, what 
fate they ultimately met. 

This is unquestionably one of the finest 1895 dollars extant. 
The surfaces are brilliant throughout, and the mirrored fields are 
deeply reflective. Set against the deep mirroring are the heavily 
frosted devices. The only noticeable ripple in the surfaces of this 
immaculate proof is a tiny area of planchet flaking in the left 
obverse field.

As a tradition in U.S. numismatics, the commemorative is 
both an early concept and a late-blooming idea. An intriguing 
perspective on the nature of U.S. commemorative coins appears 
in a Paul M. Green article that was published in the August 
23, 2005 edition of Numismatic News. “The use of coins to 
commemorate events goes back in time almost as far as coins,” 
writes Green, “for it did not take long for rulers to figure out that 
coins were an excellent way to communicate with the public.” 

This lesson was not lost on the Founding Fathers: 

“By the time the American Revolution came along, 
there had been centuries of use of coins to send messages 
and commemorate events. The leaders of the move for 
independence had no mint to crank out coins with the 
slogans they wanted, but they did have other options 
such as tokens, medals and Colonial paper issues, and 
they used them all.” 

After the Revolution, however, the U.S. Mint struggled to 
keep up with regular coinage demand, much less think about 
commemoratives. The first official commemorative design did 
not come until the Columbian Exposition half dollar in 1892. 

Commemorative coinage is a popular specialty within 
U.S. numismatics, and few coins are so prized as the Panama- 
Pacific fifty dollar gold pieces. Both the round and octagonal 
varieties had extremely low net mintages; this attractive Round 
representative is one of just 483 pieces sold. Both sides have 
light and swirling luster, a subtle rose-tinged radiance that 
graces pale butter-yellow surfaces. A few scattered light flaws 
are of little consequence in the context of the overall eye 
appeal. (#7451) 
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4332 1916 McKinley MS65 PCGS. McKinley gold dollars were 
produced for 1916 and 1917, with the 1916 issue being more 
plentiful. This sharply detailed Gem displays attractive yellow and

Great luster for this second-year 
McKinley Birthplace issue with appreciable reflectivity in yellow- 
gold fields.

Light greenish-gold surfaces, 
frosty luster, and sharp design features characterize this Select Mint 
State specimen.

4462 1855 PR62 Cameo NGC. There is considerable controversy 
surrounding not only the number of extant proof 1855 Type Two gold 
dollars, but also the pedigree of several of the pieces. As far as we can 
tell, there are 7-10 known representatives of this rare proof gold dollar, 
and we provide the most current roster available below. 

The present coin is a lovely proof with deeply mirrored fields 
and lightly frosted devices. The hair curls over Liberty’s forehead 
are a little softly impressed, but, unlike the Starr specimen, the date 
is fully defined, even over the top of the second digit. The color is 
basically yellow-gold in shade, some orange tinged accents have 
settled in the recesses of the obverse portrait and the left reverse 
wreath. The scuffy overall appearance of both sides confirms the PR62 
designation, but the only worthwhile pedigree markers are a group 
of minuscule planchet flakes (as struck) in the obverse field before 
Liberty’s neck. Clearly, this is a rare coin, and it should find a home in 
one of the finest proof gold collections.

Reich secretly signed his design by notching the outer point 
of star 13. The quarter eagle denomination was not useful 
in contemporary economic transactions, being too large 
for everyday purchases and too small for convenient use as 
financial reserves. As a result, no quarter eagles were coined 
after 1808 until 1821, at which time the design was altered 
again. The 1808 quarter eagle thus constitutes a one-year 
subtype, and is quite popular with type collectors. 

The 1808 quarter eagle boasts a recorded mintage of 
2,710 pieces, and John Dannreuther estimates the surviving 
population at 125-150 specimens in all grades. Examples in 
near-Mint condition are rare, and Mint State coins are even 
more elusive. 

The present coin is an attractive near-Mint example, with 
only the slightest wear evident on the design elements. The 
devices are sharply rendered in most areas, but some of the 
obverse stars are a little flat, and the denomination is quite 
weak. This coin shows a curious feature found on most 
examples of this date. The obverse dentils are almost invisible, 
and this feature seems to have resulted from the design of 
the dies, rather than some off-center effect of the open collar 
coining technology used at the time. The reverse dentils are 
weak too, but not as incomplete as the obverse. The surfaces 
of this specimen are a light lemon-gold color, with bright mint 
luster and only minor abrasions.

The Denver Mint opened in 1906, producing 
in its first year Barber silver coinage as well as gold in the half 
eagle, eagle, and double eagle denominations, all of the Liberty 
Head designs. The Denver Mint would continue making gold half 
eagles, eagles, and double eagles in the years 1907-1910, during 
the transition from the Longacre and Gobrecht designs to the 
Saint-Gaudens and Pratt coinage, but it would be 1911 before the 
branch mint would strike quarter eagles. (The gold quarter eagles 
throughout Mint history have been the most sporadic and neglected 
series overall.) The 191DD quarter eagle is accordingly the first 
D-mint quarter eagle, the first Indian quarter eagle produced at any 
branch mint (neither San Francisco nor New Orleans would ever 
strike one), and by far the lowest-mintage issue within the series. 

Only two other times, in 1914 and 1925, would the Denver Mint 
strike the quarter eagle denomination again. Ironically, while the 
1914'D is a conditional rarity in the series, the 1925-D is popular as 
a mintmarked type coin that is relatively available in high grade. 

The present coin is an attractive Choice specimen, with sharply 
detailed design elements and vibrant mint luster. The surfaces are 
lightly marked and display orange-gold color, with green highlights.

4538 1911-D Strong D MS64 PCGS Secure. The 1911-D quarter 
eagle is an issue that was produced in what might be described as 
a “transitional period” in U.S. numismatics; that is, while some 
collectors were aware of mintmarks, most did not care. It is true 
that the first glimmers of differentiation were sparked by the 1893 
publication of Augustus Heaton’s seminal pamphlet on the subject. 
But until coin-collecting boards such as those purveyed by Wayte 
Raymond became popular in the 1930s, few collectors paid much 
attention to mintmarked issues as compared to their Philadelphia 
counterparts, especially for “modern” coinage. As indicated by the 
PCGS insert, the mintmark is strongly impressed on this piece. But 
the rest of the coin is well struck also, the only exception being 
the lowest feather of the headdress, as usual. The granular surfaces 
are nicely frosted with even reddish-tinged orange-gold color, and 
there are no reportable abrasions on either side.

Mike Fuljenz’s recently released (2010) reference, Indian Gold Coins 
of the 20th Century , contains an interesting comment regarding the 
issue: 

“It is our strong belief that since this is the key issue in the 
Indian Head Quarter Eagle set the collector should stretch 
and try to buy the nicest example that is feasible. An other¬ 
wise unexceptional set can be made very desirable with the 
addition of a very nice 1911-D.” 

Fuljenz’s status as a longtime professional numismatist and leading 
commentator on American gold coins, with particular expertise in 
the Indian Head quarter eagle and half eagle series, lends added 
credibility to those words. It is ironic that many collectors choose 
the opposite and less-appealing route due to budget constraints, 
which dictate that the less-elusive issues are in higher grades and 
the 1911-D aesthetically leaves something to be desired. 

This is certainly one of the finest examples known without 
actually crossing the threshold of the Gem grade. The mintmark is 
strongly detailed as is the rest of the coin, even including the lowest 
feather in the headdress. The surfaces are matte-like with an overlay 
of soft mint frost, and each side is evenly patinated with rich reddish 
patina. As one would expect from the + designation, there are no 
mentionable abrasions on either side which makes this coin appear 
even closer to a Gem.

This remarkable coin was formerly sold as lot 696 in the Bass 
II Sale, where it was described as: 

“A prooflike cameo, a glittering beauty. Only 1,468 piec¬ 
es were struck making this one of the lowest mintage 
issues in the entire series.

We can only echo the sentiments of the Bass II cataloger, 
although the coin was not awarded the cameo designation 
when certified by PCGS.

Legendary 1879 Flowing Hair Stella 
Judd-1635 in Gold, PR63 Cameo 
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4615 1879 PR63 Cameo PCGS Secure. CAC. Judd-1635, Pollock-1833, R.3. It is interesting to contrast the 
stories of the origin of the 1879 Flowing Hair Stellas as recounted by the foremost references on pattern issues, 
Judd and Pollock. The Andrew Pollock III pattern reference (1994), citing research by Robert Julian in The 
Numismatist, November 1987, claims that 25 “original” examples of the 1879 Flowing Hair were struck for 
distribution to Congress, included in three-piece sets with the 1879 metric dollar (Judd-1617/1618) and 
the 1879 goloid dollar (Judd-1626/1627). The Judd numbers for the metric and goloid dollars depend on the 
actual metallurgical content, which can only be determined by sophisticated assay measurements. 

Pollock writes, “... because of strong demand in Congress, an additional four hundred sets were issued in early 
1880” at the Mints cost of $6.10. He adds, “It is believed that many of these restrike sets contained metric dollars 
and goloid dollars struck in standard 0.900 fine silver rather than in metric alloy or goloid alloy. In addition to 
the 425 supplied to Congress, it has been conjectured that a few other sets may have been produced for Mint 
officers.” Under the actual listing for 1879 Flowing Hair Stellas produced in metric alloy, Pollock-1832, Pollock 
cites Don Taxay, who “reports in his Comprehensive Catalogue that the original pieces were coined in metric 
alloy, whereas the remaining four hundred were produced in standard gold alloy, variety [1833].” 

The Judd pattern reference lumps the “original” and “restrike” gold 1879 Flowing Hair Stellas under the Judd- 
1635 number, framing the striking of the 1879-dated Stellas in this way: 

“It was announced by someone, perhaps a Mint official, that 15 of the 1879 Flowing Hair $4 Stellas were 
struck, these as patterns, but there was a sufficient demand for them that a few hundred more were struck 
for congressmen, who are allowed to acquire them for $6.50 each. This was an era of great secrecy at the 
Mint, and virtually the entire pattern coinage of 1879, including the ‘Washlady’ and Schoolgirl silver 
coins, were produced for the private profit of Mint officials. These were not given to congressmen or 
openly sold to collectors at the time, and, indeed, for many issues, their very existence was not disclosed. 
Collectors learned of them years later, and at the time were only able to piece together information as no 
facts are known to have been recorded. There was furor concerning the 1879 Flowing Hair Stella, and 
dealer S.K. Harzfeld, for one, sought to find about it. This and other efforts led to certain pieces being 
available to the numismatic fraternity.” 

The story of the 1879 Stellas nonetheless seems to be based on rumor and copying older references. 
All 1879 Flowing Hair Stellas seen appear to have been struck on planchets made of standard .900 
fine coin gold intended for five dollar coins, shaved down to 80% of their original thickness, 
which accounts for the striations seen on all examples, including this Cameo Select specimen. 

The striated devices are lightly but appreciably frosted, creating distinct contrast with the yellow-gold mirrors. 
Though the field show a number of light but ultimately grade-defining hairlines, the overall eye appeal is strong, 
especially in the context of the grade, and this is a great coin for the collector who wants a fundamentally 
pleasing example of the legendary 1879 Flowing Hair Stella. Population: 7 in 63 Cameo, 38 finer (4/11). (#88057)

EARLY HALF EAGLES 


1795 Small Eagle Five Dollar, MS64, Very Rare BD-2 Die Pairing 
The First U.S. Mint Gold Coin Issue 
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4616 1795 Small Eagle MS64 NGC. Breen-6412, BD-2, R.6. Although collectors today tend to think of the 
fabulously rare half eagles of the 1810s and 1820s — the 1815 and 1822 chief among them — when thinking 
about the mass meltings of the 1830s that virtually extinguished certain issues, the same principle applies to earlier 
coins such as the 1795 Small Eagle fives. Their high intrinsic value, coupled with rising gold prices during the 
period 1795-1834, meant that by the early 1830s they were worth more melted than their nominal or face value. 

The half eagle was the most important gold denomination to the early U.S. Mint, which had opened for 
coinage only two years before, in 1793, so it was fitting that once various procedural difficulties were cleared up — 
surety bonds for key employees — that the 1795 Small Eagle coins would be the first gold to fall from the presses. 
Minted to the extent of 8,707 coins, the 1795 Small Eagles fall into 12 different die marriages. Of those 12, 
only the BD-3, at High R.3, can be considered “merely” somewhat scarce, while the other 11 range from rare to 
exceedingly rare. The present coin, BD-2, is a very rare variety with the R.6 rarity rating. It is also a conditional 
as well as absolute rarity at the near-Gem level. 

Such a large number of die pairings is testament not only to the extreme difficulty that the early Mint had in producing 
viable coinage dies, but also to their relative lack of durability, susceptible to sudden cracks and rapid failures. 

The BD-2 has a unique obverse shared with no other variety of the year: The tip of the 5 barely touches the 
drapery, while star 1 is below and touching the lowest curl. But the most easy diagnostic is star 11 overlying the 
Y of LIBERTY and star 12 as well. The reverse shows a leaf merging into the bottom of U and the left base of N, 
and the wreath has four berries, two inside, two out. 

This high-grade survivor shows bright semireflective fields on each side, a feature seen on several Uncirculated 
1795 fives. This is undoubtedly from the use of numerous die pairings, and is explainable because the initial die 
polish never had the chance to diminish before a die was retired and another one put on the press. The strike 
details are remarkable for a Small Eagle five. All of the hair curls are complete on Liberty, and the eagle’s head is 
similarly fully defined on the reverse. The bright yellow-gold surfaces show an accent of light red that makes for 
an attractive color combination. Both sides are free from any mentionable post-striking impairments. However, 
there are a couple of Mint-made imperfections, most notably a curved planchet flaw or strike-through in front 
of Liberty’s nose — an important identifier when tracing the pedigree of this high-grade early gold type coin.

It appears that few Mint State specimens were saved, 
if they were released at all. In Indian Gold Coins of the 20th 
Century, Mike Fuljenz writes: “The vast majority of 1929 Half 
Eagles were never released into circulation and they appear to 
have been melted soon afterwards.” 

In all grades together, PCGS has certified only 301 
specimens—lower than any other issue in the series. However, 
unlike most other issues, only 24 of those coins (8%) grade 
less than MS60. For comparison, the next lowest total PCGS 
population is for the 1909-S with 365 certified examples, but 
226 of those (62%) grade less than MS60. That data tells us that 
surviving 1929 Indian half eagles are the result of contemporary 
collectors who preserved a small number of coins. 

The present example has frosty yellow-gold luster with hints 
of pink on both sides.

Because of its Gem quality it is sure to bring a lofty 
premium.” 

Fots 5346 through 5349 were individual coins from a complete 
gold proof set, each certified PR65 Cameo by NGC and each 
piece displaying similar delicate toning, appearing as an original 
set, rather than one that was assembled afterward, hot 5350 was 
an offering of the entire set, but the coins sold separately. 

We are unaware of any earlier provenance for this piece, 
now housed in a Gem Deep Cameo PCGS holder. Although 
Heritage has been privileged to offer a remarkable run of Fiberty 
double eagles in recent months, this spectacular Gem is among 
the finest Fiberty eagles that we have offered in quite some 
time, an assessment with which CAC apparently agrees, given 
their green label affixed to the piece. 

When this piece is rotated just a tad under a light, the 
fields on each side easily “fade to black,” producing the much- 
desired appearance of gold devices floating on immensely deep, 
black, watery fields. The strike and overall appeal are exquisite, 
and not much hindered by the few wispy signs of contact that 
nonetheless preclude an even finer grade.

Saint-Gaudens produced numerous hand-cut cameos in his youth, 
which is most likely how he came to the opinion in the above 
quote. Throughout his long career he produced numerous bas- 
reliefs and a few medallions before working on the ten and twenty 
dollar gold pieces. He was able to adhere to his maxim for the 
twenty dollar design by using the full figure of Liberty, reduced 
in size and striding in the distance with Liberty is striding “full 
faced” toward the viewer. The ten dollar design is done in profile, 
and based on the well-defined profile of Liberty taken from the 
Sherman Monument. A reduced bust of this Victory figure was 
later marketed as Nike (one of which is in the ANS holdings). The 
portrait of Liberty seen initially on the Wire Rim tens was actually 
years in the making and based on an amalgam of as many as three 
models. When these pieces were released they lacked a determinate 
rim, an oversight by Saint-Gaudens, and a necessary feature that 
protects the inner design of a coin. Wire Rim tens also have an 
unusual brightness, created by numerous swirling die polishing 
marks on each side. These features were later modified for the 
regular production coin, leaving only 500 of these specially created 
coins as mementoes of Saint-Gaudens’ original intent. This piece

When one looks at the reverse 
of the 1905 inaugural medal and the reverse of the ten dollar 
gold piece they appear to be exactly the same. However, Saint- 
Gaudens tried no fewer than 70 variations of the reverse for 
the ten dollar. Once he even set up 25 of these sketches in a 
row in his studio at “Aspet” for friends and experts to judge. 
The obverse was clearly a lift from the head of Liberty from 
the Sherman Monument, but the modification for that side of 
the coin was major rather than minor. The headdress was not 
Saint-Gaudens’ idea as indicated by a letter from the president 
to the sculptor: “Would it be possible to make a Liberty with 
that Indian feather head-dress ... Would the feather head¬ 
dress be any more out of keeping with the rest of Liberty than 
the canonical Phrygian cap which never is worn by any free 
people in the world?” The president was clearly a man with 
opinions about coinage and symbolism, and Saint-Gaudens 
was a sculptor accustomed to acquiescing to the desires of 
his wealthy and powerful patrons. Saint-Gaudens placed a 
headdress on Liberty and production of the first of the three 
major types of the ten dollar began. 

Too few of these specially produced ten dollar gold pieces 
were struck, a mere 500 pieces, and even fewer have survived 
in Gem condition today. As always, the surfaces display bright 
yellow-gold color. The striking details are strong throughout, 
and the wire rim is clear around the margins of each side. We 
see no contact marks worthy of individual mention.

Of the 360 submission events recorded by both PCGS and 
NGC, there is a distinct dropoff in availability above the AU58 
threshold.

There are five MS64 grading events for 
the 1871, representing from three to five actual coins. We first 
thought this had to be the Browning coin, as that piece has 
semiprooflike fields also.

The short list of those factors would include the stunning rise in 
precious metals prices over both the last decade and last several 
years, as well as the perennial and increasing interest in proof 
coins in general, particularly those from the classic (rather than 
modern) era of U.S. coinage. 

The mintage of proof 1903 Liberty Head twenties is 
recorded at 158 pieces, putting this as the largest of the entire 
series-although, statistically, the difference is insignificant 
compared to the second-largest proof production, the 128 coins 
of 1896. As such, the 1903 double eagle proofs serve as type 
coins, even though likely only 40-50 specimens survive of the 
original mintage. Garrett and Guth comment that “most of 
the Proof 1903 double eagles seen have very little if any cameo 
surfaces.” This is not by accident, but design: The Mint in 
1902 changed the appearance of proof gold coinage to one that 
lacked the deep field-device contrast of previous years. 

The current PR64 Cameo specimen does not show deep 
contrast, but the little contrast that exists is accordingly 
sufficient for the Cameo designation. The surfaces are bright 
yellow-gold and deeply mirrored overall, with the depth of field 
reflectivity contributing to the Cameo appellation rather than 
deeply frosted devices. The surfaces overall are clean and free 
of distractions.

Kenyon Cox was a painter and contemporary of Augustus Saint' 
Gaudens, and also a product of the Ecole des Beaux-Arts in Paris. 
After observing several decades of Saint-Gaudens’ monumental 
commissions, such as The Farragut, The Shaw Memorial, The Garfield, 
and The Adams Monument, it was clear that Cox considered 
Saint-Gaudens in the genius category of sculptors. Even when 
one considers the derivative nature of the designs on both the 
ten and twenty dollar gold pieces, both demonstrate the original 
inspiration and genius required to create the designs for the obverse 
and reverse of each coin. 

This is an exceptionally attractive coin for an MS63. The 
surfaces are bright and satiny, and neither side show any appreciable 
or detracting contact marks. The only mentionable “flaws” we see 
are a couple of tiny specks of grease that were struck into the coin 
at the time of manufacture, located above Liberty’s extended arm

He 
also received congratulations from President Roosevelt who 
stated, “Your Sherman is the greatest statue of a commander 
in existence.” The president’s praise of the Sherman presaged 
the national role he would soon ask SainnGaudens to play 
with the redesign of the ten and twenty dollar gold coins. After 
Roosevelt tapped the famous sculptor to help with the redesign, 
the results cannot actually be considered a finished product. 
One wouldn’t expect a finished product from The Saint in 
“only” two years. Both the ten and twenty dollar went through 
three redesigns. The initial designs of each were impractical for 
a circulating coin, modifications were made to each, and a final 
severe modification was made by chief engraver Charles Barber 
to make the modified models suitable for single^striking by a 
steam press. The High Relief followed the highly impractical 
Ultra High Relief twenties. However, in November and 
December of 1907 11,250 examples had been struck of the 
High Relief. This is a highly attractive example that displays 
rich, satiny mint luster and a tinge of reddish patina on each 
side. Close examination shows a couple of contact marks, but 
these are not really apparent even after the viewer has located 
them with a loupe.

The story is often 
told of how President Roosevelt gave out High Relief twenties 
to friends as mementoes. But he was not the only one to do so. 
Saint-Gaudens’ wife, Augusta, also recognized the importance 
of the coins and their value. In Louise Hall Tharp’s 1969 work 
Saint-Gaudens and the Gilded Era she related: 

“Augusta instructed Charles Brewster [her friend and 
attorney] to buy Saint-Gaudens gold coins for her. Very 
shortly, however, he could find “but three more” twenty - 
dollar gold pieces and warned her that there was “a pre¬ 
mium of $10 on the double eagle.” This time Augusta 
was not asking for advice; she told him to buy all he 
could, especially the high-relief examples. ... Augusta 
gave her coins to members of her family, most probably 
sold some as the price increased - and saved one for dis¬ 
play at “Aspet.” 

The special nature of these coins was recognized by those 
closest to their production immediately upon their release, and 
the High Relief twenties were specially struck on hydraulic 
presses and have continued to fascinate collectors and non¬ 
collectors alike since they were issued in late 1907. 

This exceptional coin was among the first produced, 
probably in the batch struck in November 1907. These pieces 
showed a ‘fin’ or piece of extruded metal, sometimes around 
both sides of the coin. The wire rim on this piece is complete 
around the obverse, but little is seen on the reverse. Each side 
has lovely, thick satiny mint luster that is virtually unaffected 
by contact mark or grazes. As usually seen on High Reliefs, the 
striking details are complete throughout.

Gaudens suffered from occasional bouts of depression throughout 
his life. In 1899 he noticed the first symptoms of the cancer that 
would take his life eight years later. In a letter to his wife, Augusta, 
he revealed the depth of his despair: “There is too much misery 
and unhappiness in the world, and all this struggle for beauty 
seems so vain and hopeless.” However, in spite of the misery and 
unhappiness he saw and experienced, the “struggle for beauty” 
remained the guiding light throughout the remainder of his life, 
culminating in the magnificent high relief design for the twenty 
dollar gold piece. The obverse of this magnificent coin was based 
on his figure of Liberty taken from the Sherman Memorial, which 
in turn was inspired by the Nike of Samothrace in the Louvre. The 
eagle on the reverse was an adaptation of Christian Gobrecht’s 
eagle from the dollar of 1836, although Saint'Gaudens was more 
familiar with Longacre’s version used on the Flying Eagle cent. The 
sculptor’s struggle for beauty and his triumph is readily apparent 
on this MS63 High Relief. The bright, greenish'gold surfaces show 
just a tinge of reddish patina. A loupe will be required to find any 
contact marks.

The animosity 
between chief engraver Charles Barber and Mint outsider 
Augustus Saint-Gaudens is well-known and much has been 
written over the years about friction between the two. When 
Stack’s sold the Charles Barber specimen of the Saint-Gaudens 
High Relief in December 1980, they included a transcript of a 
letter from Barber’s daughter, Mrs. Edith Barber Moseley. The 
letter, written many years after Barber’s death, demonstrates just 
how pervasive the animosity was between the chief engraver 
and the sculptor. 

“The original attempt [to strike Saint-Gaudens Double 
Eagles] was an utter failure and the whole thing would 
have had to be abandoned if my Father had not stepped 
into the breach, and after long exhausting effort, made it 
possible to strike the gold coins; but the awkwardness of 
the whole design was impossible to keep, and the coins 
have never found favor.” 

Put in its kindest terms, that is certainly a contrarian 
viewpoint of the Saint-Gaudens’ design for the double eagle. It 
is safe to say that the overwhelming majority of numismatists 
disagree with Ms. Moseley’s opinion of Augustus Saint-Gaudens’ 
design for the twenty dollar gold piece. The Mint today obviously 
disagrees as well since the Saint-Gaudens design was resurrected 
in 1986 for bullion coins and has been in continuous use since. 
Even the Ultra High Relief was recently restruck in 2009. 

This is an example of the slightly modified design, most 
likely struck in December 1907. The wire rim or “fin” as it is 
known in Mint parlance, was viewed as a design flaw. Again, 
modern collectors disagree with views from a century ago. 
Nevertheless, the wire rim was virtually eliminated on the High 
Reliefs that were struck in the later stages of the production run, 
and such coins are probably four to five times scarcer than their 
Wire Rim counterparts. This is an exceptional Flat Rim. The 
surfaces glow with mint luster that borders on a frosted, rather 
than the usual satin finish. There are no observable contact 
marks and the striking details are fully brought up on each side.

Well, this one — a 1921 double eagle, graded 
AU53 by NGC — practically does. It tells a fascinating story: 

The consignor is a young man in Eastern Europe who wants a 
copy of the printed auction catalog for his grandmother. His great¬ 
grandmother’s family obtained the coin originally from a relative 
who sent or brought it back from America in the 1920s. The 
family retained the coin over the years, even after the Communist 
government, decades later, made it a high crime to hold onto 
anything made of gold. The consignor’s great-grandmother and 
grandmother courageously held on to the coin to benefit their 
family, possibly facing the risk of a long prison term. 

When Communism fell in the country, the grandmother passed 
the double eagle on to her grandson, a young electrician. He 
learned English in school and is the first generation of his family to 
have internet access. The young man found an online coin forum 
where someone suggested that he contact Heritage Galleries to see 
if his coin is genuine and, if so, to sell it for him. 

Lacking the money for a trip to one of Heritage’s American 
offices, the young man contacted Heritage via the internet. 
Managing to catch a ride with a friend who was driving to the 
German Rhineland, he set up a visit with a Heritage representative 
at the office of a local coin dealer in Diisseldorf with whom 
Heritage is on friendly terms. 

The young man still feared that the piece might be a fake, but 
the Heritage agent assured him that the coin was genuine and 
that he had seen more than a million U.S. gold coins in his career, 
including a dozen or so 1921 double eagles — no fear of “bad news” 
down the line. 

Given the grim economic situation in his home country, 
Heritage offered generous terms for the consignment. We encourage 
active bidding on this piece, as this memorable story attaches to it; in 
addition, the coin is an extremely attractive specimen in its own 
right. We have written many times about the tens of thousands 
of American double eagles “repatriated from Europe” over the 
decades, but this piece carries one of the most heartwarming tales 
of such a coin we have ever encountered. 

About This Coin 

The 1921 Saint-Gaudens twenty is a rarity of considerable 
proportion within the series, and this AU53 piece poses an 
important opportunity worthy of careful consideration for collectors 
who desire completeness on a budget, insofar as possible. Some 
light field chatter and a few abrasions dot the orange-gold surfaces, 
with minor high-point rub consistent with the grade and a short 
spell in circulation. Much pleasing detail remains, and the sharp 
strike and good luster are pluses. 

The Internet Changes Everything 

Until the consignor looked up this coin on the internet, no one in 
his family had the slightest idea that their 1921-dated twenty dollar 
gold piece was a very rare date. The consignor’s great-grandmother, 
grandmother, and now he saved the piece as the family’s only gold 
coin all these years and generations, strictly because of its large 
size. He was the first to research it and find, to his amazement, that 
it was not just a common 30-gram (net) gold coin, but a major 
rarity in the U.S. Saint-Gaudens double eagle series. We wish 
the consignor and his family (and its future owner) every success.

The 1922-S Saint-Gaudens double 
eagle falls into the category of “unheralded rarity” at the 
Gem level, where PCGS has certified only 11 submissions 
including the present piece, with but two finer. Why is this 
issue overlooked? Several reasons, beginning with the fact that 
it is not a member of the monomint 1921 date, one of the few 
years in the series in which but a single mint struck examples of 
the twenty. The issue is also likely confused and obfuscated by 
both the 1922 Philadelphia and the mintmarked 1923-D issues, 
both common by series standards. 

As with many issues in the Saint-Gaudens twenties, the 
1922-S has a deceptively high mintage exceeding 2.6 million 
pieces, which masks the fact that the date suffered heavy 
melting during the post-1933 era. Finally, the 1922-S still boasts 
a survivorship of nearly 2,000 certification events at NGC and 
PCGS combined — certainly including duplications — but the 
vast majority of those pieces fall into the lower Mint State grades, 
up to and including MS64. It is only at the Gem level where the 
1922-S emerges as a conditionally rare coin, one whose certified 
populations suddenly fall off a cliff. (NGC has similarly seen 
only a dozen submissions in MS65, with three in MS66.) 

Two of the finest PCGS-certified examples we are aware 
of are in two illustrious current PCGS Registry Sets, the Bob 
Simpson coin in MS66 and the Dr. and Mrs. Steven L. Duckor 
“second set” example in MS65. The present Gem would be in a 
tie with the Duckor coin. David Akers writes of the issue: 

“The 1922-S is nearly always very sharply struck. The 
surfaces are frosty and usually have well above average 
lustre for the series. The color, particularly on most top 
grade specimens, is characteristically excellent, usu¬ 
ally a rich greenish gold with orange highlights or a 
deep yellow gold with a coppery tint. Many specimens 
have noticeable reddish or orange copper spots. Some 
specimens have a noticeable inner ‘rim’ (die bulge) just 
inside the normal rim that runs through the stars and 
tops of the reverse letters and across the sun. Rounded, 
almost beveled, rims are seen on many examples of this 
issue.” 

The present Gem PCGS example exhibits original surfaces 
with softly frosted mint luster. Rich rose-gold and lilac colors 
intermingle over each side, and there are no noticeable 
abrasions. The sharp strike throughout has produced a generous 
wealth of detail, including full columns on the Capitol building.

During the 1940s, collectors regarded 
this issue as the fourth-rarest Saint-Gaudens double eagle after 
only the 1924-S, 1926-D, and 1926-S. See the comments of 
the cataloger in the Dr. Charles W. Green Collection (B. Max 
Mehl, 4/1949), lot 882: 

“1927 $20.00 Gold, San Francisco Mint. Uncirculated 
with mint luster. Another great rarity. Almost as rare as 
the 1926-S. I believe there are no fewer than three or 
four specimens known.” 

Of course, Mehl meant only three or four specimens were 
known to him; his grammar was not always equal to his 
enthusiasm. As gold specialists know all too well, the gold coin 
shipments returning to the United States from Europe since the 
1950s have substantially reordered the rarity scale among later 
series issues. Despite the emergence of a few examples of the 
1927-S, however, numismatists generally believe that no more 
than 120-140 Mint State specimens survive today. 

While most are marred by unsightly spots and/or heavy 
bagmarks, this Select specimen is certainly among the more 
attractive examples of the 1927-S. In fact, a couple of marks 
on Liberty’s leg and the eagle’s feathers are the only noteworthy 
disruptions on the otherwise smooth surfaces. The strike is 
remarkably strong, with abundant frosty brilliance over both the 
fields and devices. Both sides exhibit soft peripheral shadings of 
green-gold. In addition to its overall rarity, this piece is also 
significant among gold enthusiasts as a memorable condition 
rarity worthy of an equally memorable bid.

The 1931-D double eagle is the last 
D-mint in the Saint-Gaudens series, and the only one from that 
mint since the fabled 1927-D issue. The 1931-D is similar in its 
certified populations to the 1931 Philadelphia issue, except that 
the 1931-D is rarer in Gem condition. The latest edition (2008) 
of the Akers Handbook of 20th Century United States Gold Coins 
offers these comments on the 1931-D: 

“Until a small hoard of approximately 15-20 pieces 
entered the market in the early 1980s, the 1931-D was 
virtually identical to the 1930-S in both overall and 
high-grade rarity. Now, however, the 1931-D is more 
similar to the 1931 and 1932 in terms of total number 
of coins known. The hoard contained coins that grade 
only MS-60 to MS-64, however, with the result that the 
1931-D is still nearly as rare as the 1930-S in high grades. 

A few premium-quality Gems have survived, none of 
which has a distinct advantage over the others as the 
finest known.” 

The single finest certified example at PCGS is the MS66+ 
example in the Dr. Steven Duckor Collection (“second set,” as 
listed in the PCGS Set Registry), a piece that, Akers’ comments 
above notwithstanding, deserves special mention in any case. 
(The earlier 1988 edition of the Akers’ Handbook singled this 
coin out: “The Dr. Steven Duckor coin, formerly in the Amon 
Carter, Jr. Collection, is certainly the prettiest 1931-D I have 
seen. Its color and lustre are extraordinary for a 1931-D.”) 

The present specimen displays bright surfaces with uniform 
orange-gold color and satiny luster. The strike is strong, but 
not quite complete in all areas, and there are no mentionable 
abrasions on either side of this impressive near-Gem.

5243 1912 PR67 NGC. The mintage of proof double eagles by 1912 
bad dwindled, largely due to Mint missteps, to a skimpy 74 
pieces. The debut of the regulanissue Saint-Gaudens double 
eagle proofs in 1908 — the first to be sold generally to the 
collecting public — saw the simultaneous launch of the matte 
proof surface (although “sandblast proof’ is a technically more 
accurate term) that was unfamiliar to American collectors, 
although quite in vogue on the Continent. 

The convex surfaces of the dies for the new American 
coins made them unsuitable for a highly polished surface that 
would create brilliantly mirrored fields with contrasting frosted 
devices, an effect seen on the pre4902 proof gold coinage. The 
Mint experimented with a number of different finishes during 
the 1908-1915 period, including the matte or sandblast and 
Roman or satin finish treatments. For some years, up to three 
different finishes are known, sometimes differences of degree 
rather than kind. 

The Robert Loewinger reference, Proof Gold Coinage of 
the United States , discusses the origin of the matte proof gold 
process: 

“The [matte proof] process originally started in Belgium 
and was popularized in the Paris Mint. The finish was 
applied after striking and was made by sandblasting the 
coins at different forces and speeds with different sizes 
of grains of sand. Also pickling the coins in a weak acid 
was another technique that was used on these coins after 
striking.” 

Despite the innovation, numismatists disliked the dark, 
uncontrasted appearance of the matte proofs, and for 1909' 
1910 the Mint switched to a lighter Roman or satin finish, 
which also proved unpopular. For 1911 and through the end of 
the series in 1915, the matte proof was the surface treatment of 
choice at the Mint. 

The 1912 matte proof double eagles showed a “finish that 
sparkled with thousands of tiny facets,” according to Garrett 
and Guth’s Gold Encyclopedia. The proofs are dark, although 
generally not so much so as those of 1908. At the Superb Gem 
level, this coin is one of an even dozen so certified at NGC, 
with a single PR68 ★ coin finer. 

This example is lighter than the usually seen 1912 proof, 
suggesting there were perhaps at least two periods when proofs 
were sandblasted. The finely granular surfaces sparkle when 
closely examined. We see no contact marks or shiny spots on 
either side of this immaculate coin.

5244 1912 PR67 NGC. If proof gold coinage is thought of as the caviar 
of numismatics, then proof double eagles must be Beluga caviar, 
as they are the largest and most impressive gold denomination 
from the classic era of U.S. Mint history. Although there are 
also proof Liberty Head double eagles available for a price — as 
recent Heritage auctions have memorably demonstrated — but 
some collectors, even for their proof gold wants and needs, 
prefer the much-beloved Saint-Gaudens design. 

Any matte proof Saint-Gaudens twenty is rare, regardless of 
date, and highly desired, despite the fact that few collectors can 
even dream of owning a single specimen, much less an entire 
collection. 

The 1912 Saint-Gaudens issue was produced in a dark 
matte finish, yet no so dark as the 1908 pieces and showing 
thousands of tiny, sparkling grains that constitute the finish 
— the product of sandblasting the coins after striking. The 
recorded production of proof 1912 double eagles is 74 pieces, 
with perhaps 45 or 50 surviving today. 

The 1912 is a date that comes up at auction in proof format 
more often than some other Saint-Gaudens issues, and as such, 
the present Superb Gem NGC proof and similar pieces pose an 
important opportunity for collectors of proof gold. This piece 
is currently tied at the PR67 level with nearly a dozen other 
submissions at NGC, and surpassed only by a single incredible 
PR68 ★ coin. The finest certified at PCGS are six submissions 
in PR66. Another Superb Gem NGC proof that we offered in 
our ANA Platinum Night (Heritage, 8/2010), lot 3654, realized 
$66,125, and a PR67 NGC example in our FUN Signature 
(Heritage, 1/2010), lot 2344, garnered $74,750. 

The present piece has a slightly darker finish than the 
second example from the Virginia Beach Collection. Similar to 
the surfaces on the other proof, this example is also seemingly 
flawless with no obvious contact marks or shiny spots. This is a 
rare opportunity to acquire a proof 1912 twenty, and to choose 
between two subtly different finishes.

Miners Bank gold pieces are among the first California Gold 
Rush coins produced, but the first evidence of the existence 
of this firm, or firms, comes from paper currency. Don Kagin’s 
1981 Private Gold Coins and Patterns of the United States, page 
100, illustrates an example of a one dollar note issued by “The 
Miner’s Bank,” dated March 1, 1849, and signed by Stephen A. 
Wright and Samuel W. Haight. These bills were “presumably 
emitted in San Francisco” and signed by the men in their 
capacities as president and cashier, respectively, of the firm. 
Kagin notes that “whether such notes circulated is debatable.” 

The possibility nonetheless exists for the circulation of paper 
currency of some kind in California; Kagin notes, perceptively, 
“ ... the fact that the Constitution of California had prohibited 
bank notes in 1849 and again in 1855, suggests that some 
persons might have gotten their paper into circulation.” 

Kagin writes that copper-alloyed ten dollar gold pieces, 
K-l, were struck in the East with a collar producing normal 
rims (PCGS calls these Plain Border; the Guide Book calls 
them Dentelated Border, Raised Rim). The dies were then 
brought West, where coins with a greater content of silver 
alloy were produced. These later pieces, K-2, had beveled rims 
and were struck without a collar, causing the top of the I in 
CALIFORNIA to appear unfinished and the edge reeding to 
have a closer, squared-off look. The rims are raised, almost 
appearing broadstruck (PCGS calls these Crimped Border; the 
2011 Guide Book calls them Crimped Border, Crushed Rim). 

This piece is of the first K-l type, with normal rims and 
orange-gold coloration caused by the copper alloy; coins with 
a greater percentage of silver in the alloy will produce a more 
greenish-gold color. This attractive, lightly circulated coin still 
boasts a considerable quotient of its original mint luster. The 
piece is sharply struck, and only minor field chatter appears, 
mostly on the side with MINERS BANK and TEN D., which 
we consider the obverse.

1851-52 of Augustus Humbert and the U.S. Assay Office. 

However, Kellogg & Co. issued their twenty dollar gold 
pieces dated 1855 in considerable quantity, based on die 
evidence and surviving specimens — several different obverse 
and reverse dies are known, and they are relatively available 
for a Territorial gold issue. On the other hand, the Kellogg- 
Humbert fifty dollar round coins apparently never got past the 
pattern stage. Only a handful are known (11 per Kagin, 13-15 
per the 2012 Guide Book ), and all known examples appear to be 
in proof format, per both references. 

The foregoing makes the Wass Molitor fifty dollar gold 
coins dated 1855 the last fifties produced during the California 
Gold Rush that are considered collectible. Their R.5 ranking 
implies that, for a Territorial gold coin issue at least (most 
of which have been melted long since, regardless of issue, 
including many melted shortly after their production for 
recoinage at the San Francisco Mint into federal-style gold), 
there is a moderate chance for collectors to occasionally snag 
a nice, high-grade piece such as the current coin. This is a 
particularly attractive, problem-free example of a Wass Molitor 
fifty. The surfaces are bright yellow-gold with a noticeable 
outline of reddish patina surrounding the devices on each 
side.

Impressive 82.4-Ounce Gold Nugget 
Australian, High Purity, Great Display Piece 



5290 82.4-Ounce Gold Nugget from Australia. Australia has seen numerous gold rushes in its history, mostly in the 
latter half of the 19th century and just after nationhood in 1901. Notable strikes occurred in the states of Victoria 
and New South Wales, both in the southeast of the country, and later in the more isolated state of Western 
Australia. Many stories are told of early miners picking gold nuggets off the ground, or finding them under just a 
few inches of soil. In fact, the largest gold nugget ever found, the “Welcome Stranger,” was buried just two inches 
deep at the time of its discovery. 

The time of easy gold and the large nugget passed for Australia’s miners, and the decades wore on. Yet this 
nugget stayed hidden in the ground, waiting to be found. It was uncovered by utter chance when a heavy 
rainstorm washed away the soil around it and left part of the nugget exposed. Its discoverer tripped over it while 
walking down a dirt road — literally stumbling across the long-buried treasure. 

The nugget weighs in at 82.4 troy ounces (1648 pennyweights, metric mass approximately 2.55 kilograms). 
When turned the right way, its shape suggests the continent of Australia, a fitting tribute to its origin. Like many 
nuggets, this example is not pure gold — one can see a handful of white quartz crystals, angular things embedded 
in the curves of gold — but a surface spectral analysis gave a reading of 91.6% purity or 916 fineness, a figure that 
past experience tells us may be on the low side. 

Assuming the 916 fineness as a baseline, this nugget contains nearly 75.5 troy ounces of pure gold. As a display 
piece, of course, it holds more value than its mere metal content. The phrase “museum-quality specimen” is 
bandied about perhaps too casually, but it is absolutely appropriate here.

Regardless of the disclosure of his identity, any bid by a consignor or his 
agent on a lot consigned by him is deemed to be made in “Good Faith.” Any person apparently 
appearing on the OFAC list is not eligible to bid. 

16. Nominal Bids. The Auctioneer in its sole discretion may reject nominal bids, small opening bids, or 
very nominal advances. If a lot bearing estimates fails to open for 40-60% of the low estimate, the 
Auctioneer may pass the item or may place a protective bid on behalf of the consignor. 

17. Lots bearing bidding estimates shall open at Auctioneer’s discretion (approximately 50%-60% of 
the low estimate). In the event that no bid meets or exceeds that opening amount, the lot shall pass 
as unsold.

41. Auctioneer disclaims all liability for damages, consequential or otherwise, arising out of or in 
connection with the sale of any Property by Auctioneer to Bidder. No third party may rely on any 
benefit of these Terms and Conditions and any rights, if any, established hereunder are personal to 
the Bidder and may not be assigned. Any statement made by the Auctioneer is an opinion and does 
not constitute a warranty or representation. No employee of Auctioneer may alter these Terms and 
Conditions, and, unless signed by a principal of Auctioneer, any such alteration is null and void. 

42. Auctioneer shall not be liable for breakage of glass or damage to frames (patent or latent); such defects, 
in any event, shall not be a basis for any claim for return or reduction in purchase price. 

Release: 

43. In consideration of participation in the Auction and the placing of a bid, Bidder expressly releases 
Auctioneer, its officers, directors and employees, its affiliates, and its outside experts that provide 
second opines, from any and all claims, cause of action, chose of action, whether at law or equity or 
any arbitration or mediation rights existing under the rules of any professional society or affiliation 
based upon the assigned description, or a derivative theory, breach of warranty express or implied, 
representation or other matter set forth within these Terms and Conditions of Auction or otherwise.
